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AUSTRALIAN DECIMAL CURRENCY 


On the 14th February, 1966, as provided by the Currency Act 1965 a dollar ($)/cent (c) 
decimal currency system, with one dollar equal to 100 cents, was introduced in Australia. 


The relationship between pounds, shillings and pence, and dollars and cents, as prescribed 
in Section 8 of the Act is as follows :— 


1 pound = 2 dollars ($2) 
1 shilling = 10 cents (10c) 
l penny = ths of a cent (3c) 


In this publication, all monetary amounts have been converted to their equivalents in the 
new system. 


The Australian dollar ($A) is equivalent in value to eight shillings sterling or $US 1.12, 


NOTES 


Rounding of Figures—Many of the figures appearing in the tables have been rounded (to 
thousands or, in some cases, millions), without making those adjustments which would be needed 
to make the rounded figures add to the rounded total. It is for this reason that figures do not 
always add to the totals shown in the tables. 


External Trade—Statistics of external trade, as published in the Quarterly Statistical Abstract 
from the March, 1966 issue onwards, are presented on a new basis. 


From the Ist July, 1965, when a new Australian Customs Tariff was introduced, imports 
have been classified according to an Australian Import Commodity Classification based on the 
United Nations Standard International Trade Classification, Revised. 


The Standard International Trade Classification (and consequently the Australian Import 
Commodity Classification) follows closely the “ Brussels” tariff nomenclature used in the new 
Australian Customs Tariff. The Standard International Trade Classification consists of 10 broad 
commodity categories designated “‘ Sections’ and comprising 56 commodity ‘“ Divisions ” which 
are further divided into 177 commodity ‘“‘ Groups.” The structure of the classification serves to 
provide a summary of data relating to 1,312 basic items of international trade. The Sections, 
Divisions and Groups, and the relevant reference numbers, are shown in Tables Nos. 24 and 25. 


From the Ist July, 1966, an Australian Export Commodity Classification, also based on the 
Standard International Trade Classification, will be adopted in the tabulation of export informa- 
tion. 


In this issue particulars of imports during the nine months ended March, 1966 are derived 
from tabulations prepared in accordance with the Australian Import Commodity Classification. 
The figures shown for exports during the nine months ended March, 1966, and for imports and 
exports during the year ended June, 1965, are estimates derived by allocating particulars relating 
to individual items of trade, as recorded on the old basis, to the most appropriate commodity 
description in the new classification. In some cases, the descriptions of commodity Divisions 
and Groups, as shown in Tables Nos. 24 and 25, are abbreviations of the full text, which is avail- 
able in the Australian Import Commodity Classification issued by the Commonwealth Bureau 
of Census and Statistics, Canberra. 


Finance Companies—A summary of the principal statistics of the lending operations of 
corporate Finance Companies appears for the first time in the Quarterly Statistical Abstract in this 
issue ; see Table No. 55—‘‘ Amount Financed, according to Type of Agreement ”, Table No. 56— 
“ Collections and other Liquidations of Balances, according to Type of Agreement”, and Table 
No. 57—“ Balances Outstanding at End of Period, according to Type of Agreement.” Additional 
information on this subject is available in the mimeographed publications Finance Companies 
issued monthly and annually by the Commonwealth Statistician, Canberra.

Net Value of Production is the sum available for payment of wages, interest, rent, depreciation, other overhead costs, 
and for the producer’s own income and profit. For Primary Production it is obtained by deducting from the value 
realized at the principal market all marketing costs and the cost of goods used in production (seed, fertilizer, pickling, 
sprays, dips, fodder, fuel and oil, etc.). For Manufacturing, it is obtained by deducting from the selling value at 
the factory door the cost of goods consumed in the process of production (7.¢., materials used, fuel, power and light, 
lubricating oil and water, repairs to plant and buildings, tools replaced and containers and packing).
